One day the town 
crier went around with his drum 
to announce that this seafarer's 
ship was coming into the bay.

Little Rock, Dec. 28 — (#•)— C. 
Hamilton Moses, president of the 
Arkansas Power and Light. Com- 
pany, told the States Utilities cCom- 
mission today that the War Produc- 
tion Board would give his company 
the same consideration in priori- 
ties for building rural power lipes 
as it gives rural electrification ad- 
ministration cooperatives. 


Moses testified at a consolidated 
hearing on conflicting applications 
of A. P, and L. and the Claiborne 
electric cooperative of Louisiana to 
build lines in Union and Columbia 
counties that he had sent a man to 
Washington to investigate the pri- 
orities question. 


"Our company and the Co-ops 
,are under the same 
restructors 
and the same government, 
he 


testfied, "and that same govern- 
ment will give us the same consid- 
eration." 


Upon cross-examination he dis- 
closed that up to September, his 
company had made application or 
surveys for 1,589 miles or rural 
extensions but had aitually built 
only ;100 miles. 


Moses said te private utility had 
closed a contract to purchase the 
local generation plant and distribu- 
tion system at Huttig, Union coun- 
ty, for $8,500 and planned to build 
a line into the town. 


The company president said1 he 
decided to investigate the 'matter 
of priorities on materials because 
various co-ops had claimed they 
could get equipment and build ex- 
tensions faster than A, P, and L.

1,700 Planes 
Hammer Rails 
in Germany 


London, Dec. 28 — (/P)— 
Seven- 
teen hundred heavy bombers ham- 
mered 11 rail targets in western 
Germany today despite bad weath- 
er which curtailed close air sup- 
port for American ground forces. 
Five hundred British 
bombers

Navy Now Has 
Total 1,167 
Fighting Ships 


By HAMILTON W. FARON 
Washington, Dec. 29 — (/f') —The 
largest navy in the world, fighting 
the most extended war in history, 
now has 1,167 men-of-war to carry 
the battle to the enemy. And it is 
still growing. 


This was reported by the navy 


today in a review of'ship produc- 
tion which showed that in the last 
year 39,971 new vessels — 420 of 
them fighting .ships — joined 
the 


fleet, boosting the overall total to 
61,045 navy ships of all types. 


Much emphasis was placed dur- 


ing 1944 upon landing craft and at- 
tack vessels, with construction of 
37,724 of the little .ships used to bat- 
ter the way for landings on enemy- 
held shores. 


The new construction also includ- 
ed, the navy said, 640 patrol boats 
and mine craft, 030 auxiliaries and 
557 harbor craft.
